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PROVINCE’S CENTENNIAL RECALLS 
RARE FISH MONEY 50 YEARS PAST 


By FRANCIS DICKIE 


British Columbia, Canada 
The above picture shows one coin, obverse and reverse, of British 


Columbia’s rarest money. 


And, in 1958, year of the Province’s Cen- 


tennial, it was of special interest as representative of one past phase 


in life on the North Pacific coast. 


However, through coins of this Fish Money are collectors’ items 
for museums and the Archives of the Province, these would hardly 
interest numismatists as not being recognized legal coinage. 

Yet these coins half a century ago had a very real value to Indian 


fishermen. 


Those were the days on the North Pacific coast when all 


of the commercial species of salmon swarmed from the sea into fresh 

water creeks and rivers in such vast numbers that a person could 

actually cross a small stream on the backs of the spawning fish.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON 

SOME POPULAR COINS 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on 
wheat stalk and Lincoln’s ear are 
a good spot to look for wear. On 
a coin classed as very good most 
lines should be showing, on a coin 
graded fine they should be clear. 

5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus 
Unum is legible on coins graded 
good, clear on coins graded very 
good. One graded fine should have 
full liberty. 

5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good 
coin edge of word Liberty may be 
slightly worn, but on one graded 
very good the word Liberty is clear 
and one-half of horn shows, a fine 


; coin should have nearly a full 


horn, a coin classed as very fine 
— full horn and tail shows on 
1ip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch 
lines on ax faces, on coins classed 
very good some lines show, a fine 
coin should have all lines. 

FOR BEGINNERS who are just 
starting to collect, here are a few 
suggestions and some advice. First, 
a coin guide book is a must. They 
can be purchased for $1.00 or more 
for helpful information: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, 
types, how coins are made, and 
other news of help and interest. 
Most coins can ge found in circu- 
lation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn 
coins. Value of coins depends 
greatly on the condition. Never 
clean or polish coins unless you 
are experienced. If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There 
are handy cleaning kits available 
for this purpose. Coin insert 
folders and other supplies can be 
obtained at your dealer. You may 
also notice that the age of old 
coins do not make them rare. 
There are some late date coins 
minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What 
makes one coin worth more than 
another are by these factors: 
Amount of coins minted, availa- 
bility, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be 
obtained through purchases, by 
auction or trading with collectors. 
Mint sets can be bought by writing 
the Treasury Dept., U.S. Office of 
Treasury, Washington 25, D.C., at 
face value, plus postage and han- 
dling. To obtain Proof Sets of cur- 
rent year send $2.10 money order 


to Supt. Phila. Mint, 16th and 
Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order up to 100 
sets per person. Commemorative 
half dollars are authorized peri- 
odically by Congress. These halves 


when issued are not sold by the 
mints. They are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Con- 
gress at face value. The Commis- 
sion then sells the halves at a 
premium.

FOR LINCOLN CENTS 


BU GEM— 


A brilliant, perfectly struck specimen in absolute mint condition, 
with clear, sharp design on both sides and 100% free of defects, 
discoloration or other imperfections. Inscriptions, mint letter and 
date are sharp and boldly defined. 


BRILLIANT UNCIRCULATED (BU)— 


A brilliant unused coin which is not a perfect die strike, but is 100% 
free of wear, discoloration, tarnish or smudges of any nature. 


BRIGHT UNC. (BR-U)— 


Same as BU, except original mint brilliance has become toned down- 
— to a more coppery or reddish luster due to some exposure and 
oxidation. 


UNCIRCULATED (U)— 


An uncirculated coin—100% free of wear with patina dull, dark or 
otherwise discolored. 


EXTREMELY FINE (EF) or, 
ALMOST UNCIRCULATED(AU)— 


A circulated or used coin with so little wear that it can pass for 
uncirculated unless close examination is made. This coin can even 
possess some mint luster. Only by careful examination of the major 
highpoints of the design with a magnifying glass (Lincoln’s cheek- 
bone and/or jaw, and/or the sharp peaks of the wheat lines—ser- 
rations—located at the upper ends of the wheat stalks on the reverse 
of the coin) can microscopic signs of wear be detected. Inscriptions, 
mint letters and dates are sharp and intact. 


VERY FINE (F)— 


Same as EF, except for slight flats or plateaus of wear on Lincoln’s 
cheekbone and jaw which are clearly visible to the naked eye. 

On the reverse, the wheat grains on the lower part of the wheat 
stalks show small flats due to wearing or friction, while the wheat 
lines are no longer sharply peaked but are slightly duller and rounder, 
but each ridge is still clearly separate and distinct. 


FINE (F)— 


Same as VF, except Lincoln’s cheekbone and jaw are marked with 
broad plateaus—but are still clearly separate and not merged. 
Wear will also be visible on Lincoln’s ear and forehead as well as 
on his tie, coat lapel and shoulder. 

On the reverse, wear may have slightly flattened a few of the 
wheat lines on the-right or left wheat stalk but each wheat line is 
still distinct and separate. 


EXTREMELY GOOD (EG), or 
ALMOST FINE (AF)— 


Same as F, except the two plateaus of wear on Lincoln’s cheek- 
bone and jaw spread to the point where only a thin shallow line 
of cheek lies between them. This may only appear as a small 
indentation on the facial surface. On the reverse, wheat lines are 
visible but worn, with slight blending or smoothing at the extreme 
tips of the stalks. Outlines, however, must be unbroken and clear.

VERY GOOD (VG)— 


Same as EG, except wear has blended all facial details on Lincoln’s 
profile. The face is smooth, leaving only a silhouette or raised out- 
line. This outline, however, must be unbroken and intact. 

All inscriptions, letters and date are no longer sharp but must be 
clear and intact. 

Faint or part wheat lines must still be visible, however, on upper 
wheat stalks. 


GOOD (G)— 


This grade is identical to VG in all respects, except wheat lines are 
entirely missing, leaving the wheat stalks smooth. Stalk outlines 
must, however, remain clearly silhouetted and unbroken. 


ALMOST GOOD(AG)— 


Wear has blended portions of Lincoln’s profile into the background. 
Parts of letters and inscriptions are worn away. Date is readable, 
but not intact, due to excessive wear and blending throughout. 


PRICING— 


GRADING IS GOVERNED SOLELY BY THE RATE OF WEAR IN A COIN, 
NOT BY ITS PHYICAL IMPERFECTIONS OR DEFECTS. 
To illustrate: A fingerprint on a BU coin does not downgrade— 
it merely downs prices. 


Consequently when buying, selling or trading, the grade of a coin 
must not be raised or lowered, juggled or manipulated, but must 
remain constant to the coin’s actual state of wear. 


Once the actual grade (degree of or freedom from wear) has been 
established, the market value or price of the coin can then be com- 
puted by taking into account any physical defects, nicks, scratches, 
fingermarks, discolorations, verdigris, or other imperfections. 

The price of a coin can be whatever the market will bear—but the 
Grade must remain a constant standard of measure. 


CLEANING— 


NEVER CLEAN A CIRCUCULATED COIN BELIEVING YOU WILL ADD 
TO ITS PREMIUM OR MARKET PRICE. 


A circulated coin which has been cleaned IS a cleaned coin and 
will forever look like a cleaned coin. It is no longer desirable as a 
specimen in its NATURAL state, but falls into a separate and 
private category for the rest of its life. 


We are not saying that coins cannot be cleaned by a comp2tant and 
experienced numismatist but we are stating flatly: A cleaned coin 
loses more than 50% of its marketability since the majority of col- 
lectors will not buy a cleaned coin in preference to one not cleaned— 
EVEN THOUGH THE CLEANED SPECIMEN MAY ACTUALLY AP- 
PEAR MORE ATTRACTIVE AT THE TIME. 


A toned coin has no lesser appeal or demand than a brilliant—since 
the experienced collector realizes that a brilliant coin is brilliant 
only for a short space of time during the life of the coin—AND WILL 
NOT PAY ANY APPRECIABLE AMOUNT FOR THAT FLEETING 
AND TEMPORAL VALUE. 


The age, brilliance or perfection of a coin is, at best, merely 
contributory to the aesthetic pleasures of collecting, while the market 
value depends essentially upon thhe ancient law of supply and demand.

Our first theory was that the digit was a 
overflow from the 8-digit numbering heads, a ninth digit to make 
possible a bigger number. Evidence contradicts this, for why, then, 
should some of these numbers, and not others, prove scarce. Another 
possibility is that the digit is a regional overprint, or other distribution 
code. This seems probable. Fifteen years after the issue date, some- 
one still should remember: perhaps the record can be set straight. 


Overprints of ‘2’, ‘3’, ‘4’, ‘5’, ‘6’, and ‘7’, and also an ‘X’, have been 
reported by readers. Most of the overprints recorded have been o 
the 100 franc denomination of notes. 


The Flying Eaglet is prepared to publish a list of known varieties 
in a subsequent issue. To this end, readers are invited to submit the 
following details on any of the French overprinted notes: 


1. Type: “Flag” or “France” reverse. 

2. Denomination. 

3. Overprint. 

4. Eight-digit serial number.
